Many  Topics  Discussed; 
Some  Left  Unanswered 


The  “open”  Student  Council  meet¬ 
ing  held  on  Monday,  November  5, 
1962,  discussed  several  of  the  activ¬ 
ities,  problems  and  general  ques¬ 
tions  which  the  Calumet  Center  stu¬ 
dents  face  each  day.  In  particular, 
one  topic  which  was  discussed,  the 
presence  of  a  public  telephone  booth 
in  the  downstairs  student  lounge, 
has  caused  distaste  and  great  con¬ 
cern  to  the  majority  of  daytime 
students. 

Also  proposed  and  discussed  at 
length  is  the  pet  project  of  the 
Freshmen  Class  that  of  the  “De¬ 
cember  Da.wn”,  a  buffet  dinner- 
dance  combination  to  be  held  on 
December  1,  1962  at  Spiccia’s  Res¬ 
taurant  in  north  Hammond.  It  has 
been  proposed  that  the  Calumet 
Center  students  provide  the  enter¬ 
tainment  for  the  entire  evening,  a 
program  now  in  process  of  prepa¬ 
ration  with  John  Paul  being  master 
of  ceremonies.  The  entertainment 
would  begin  at  8  p.m.  and  a  “night 
club”  atmosphere  would  dominate 
the  evening.  Speculation  has  it 
that  a  suitable  price  for  such  enter¬ 
tainment  would  be  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  $2.00. 

Freshman  Class  President 
Jerry  Bercik  reported  on  plans 
for  a  bake  sale  to  be  held  Novem¬ 
ber  15.  A  new  and  unusual  meth¬ 
od  not  used  by  any  other  class 
bake  sales  to  increase  business 
would  be  utilized,  consisting  of 
one  alarm  clock  set  to  ring  period¬ 
ically  and  those  students  purchas¬ 
ing  baked  goods  would,  at  that 


particular  time,  be  allowed  a  free 
treat.  It  is  anticipated  to  be  very 
successful. 

A  motion  was  made  that  Sarah 
Regan,  chairman  of  the  Publicity 
Committee,  be  allowed  a  vote  in 
Student  Council  affairs.  No  decision 
was  reached.

Edward  C.  Latek, 
president  of  the  Student  Council,  is 
personally  checking  into  this  mat¬ 
ter.  Any  progress  in  this  concern 
will  be  mentioned  at  the  next 
“closed”  Student  Council  meeting.

Class  sponsored  Halloween  Dance 
was  reported  by  Joseph  Glorioso, 
president  of  the  Sophomore  Class. 

A  grievance  report  was  also  filed 
by  Joseph  Glorioso  concerning  the 
absconding  of  two  large  pretzel- 
potato-chip  bowis  from  Saint  John’s 
■Panel  Room,  scene  of  the  Hallo¬ 
ween  Dance. 

Bob  Kearney,  Senior  Class  presi¬ 
dent,  reported  on  the  progress  of 
the  Senior  Class  sponsored  dinner- 
dance.  The  date,  place,  and  ticket 
price  is  still  somewhat  indefinite. 

The  proposed  FM  radio  for  the 
downstairs  student  lounge  was 
also  mentioned  by  the  Student 
Council  but  no  definite  conclusion 
was  reached. 

The  final  activity  to  be  approved 
by  the  Student  Council  was  that  of 
a  touch  football  game  to  be  waged 
against  Purdue  University,  Calu¬ 
met  Campus.

Eor/y  Training,  Family 
Important  For  College 


The  path  to  college  is  paved  in  the 
first  three  grades  of  school,  says 
Eugene  S.  Wilson,  admissions  dean 
of  Amherst  College,  so  parents 
would  do  well  to  stay  close  to  their 
children’s  education  from  the  time 
they  start  school. 

Last-minute  coaching  and  drill¬ 
ing  to  meet  college  requirements 
can’t  possibly  counteract  any  edu¬ 
cational  damages  done  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  in  his  early  grades,  he  says. 
Mastery  of  tool  subjects,  reading 
facility  and  flexibility  and  establish¬ 
ment  of  good  study  habits  are  laid  in 
the  early  dawn  of  a  child’s  educa¬ 
tion,  explains  the  dean. 

Families  can  also  help  prepare 
their  children  for  college  by  encour¬ 


aging  reading.  “Four  out  of  five 
families  won’t  have  any  idea  what 
their  children  are  reading,”  says 
Wilson.  “They  often  don’t  know 
where  the  library  is,  or  who  the 
librarian  is.  Just  give  her  a  chance, 
and  a  good  librarian  will  stimulate 
and  enrich  a  child’s  reading.” 

If  reading  is  a  family’s  main  in¬ 
terest,  the  child  will  be  giant  steps 
ahead  on  his  walk  to  the  college 
gates. 

Parents  can  help  their  children 
build  a  bigger  vocabulary  by  play¬ 
ing  all  kinds  of  word  and  spelling 
games  with  them,  says  Wilson. 
Mealtime  versions  of  “Ghost”  are 
fun,  apd  in  addition  are  stretching 
the  child's  word  power.

MEET  THE  FACULTY 


Calumet  Center  Students  A 
"Friendly  Bunch  of  People" 
Claims  Doctor  Robert  Banet 

Dr.  Robert  A.  Banet,  Assistant  Professor  of  English  at  St.  Joseph’s  as 
of  1962,  was  born  at  New  Albany,  Indiana.  He  received  his  grade  school 
education  at  St.  Mary’s  in  New  Albany.  He  attended  Mount  St.  Francis 
Pre-Seminary  at  Mount  St.  Francis,  Indiana,  where  he  received  his  high 
school  education. - 


His  undergraduate  degree  is  from 
Xavier  University  in  Cincinnati.  He 
did  his  graduate 
work  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Louis¬ 
ville,  Louisville, 

Kentucky,  and 
the  University 
of  Ottawa,  Ot¬ 
tawa,  Ontario. 

Dr.  Banet  holds 
an  M.A.  in  Eng¬ 
lish  from  the 
University  of 
Louisville,  and 
a  Ph.D.  in  English  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Ottawa.  He  also  holds  an 
A.B.  in  philosophy  from  Xavier 
University. 

Before  coming  to  Saint  Joseph’s, 
Dr.  Banet  was  employed  as  a 
teacher  at  Bellarmine  College, 
Louisville,  Kentucky.  Dr.  Banet 
was  also  with  the  U.S.  Army  in 
Korea  and  Japan. 

Dr.  Banet  did  his  master’s  thesis 
on  THE  USES  OF  IRONY  IN 
MOBY-DICK.  The  title  of  his  doc¬ 
toral  thesis  was  IRONY  AND  THPJ 
SECULAR  POEMS  OF  JOHN 
DONNE. 

Being  relatively  new  to  the  area. 
Dr.  Banet  has  some  very  interest¬ 
ing  impressions  of  the  region.  The 
people  in  general  seem  to  be  very 


enthusiastic  and  always  busy.  Stu¬ 
dents  at  St.  Joseph’s  strike  him  as 
being  thoroughly  indoctrinated  with 
this  attitude. 

Dr.  Banet  also  makes  the  obser¬ 
vation  that,  although  the  students 
seem  to  be  very  well  prepared  for 
college,  the  majority  of  them  seem 
to  be  too  satisfied  with  their  illu¬ 
sions.  They  are  not  always  inter¬ 
ested  in  trying  to  find  truth.  They 
are  just  going  to  college. 

On  the  whole,  however,  Dr. 
Banet  feels  that  the  students  are 
a  “friendly  bunch  of  people.”  He 
feels  that  this  is  one  great  ad¬ 
vantage  at  St.  Joseph’s.  The 
smallness  of  St.  Joe’s  necessarily 
brings  about  a  close  relationship 
between  students  and  faculty. 
This,  he  believes,  is  a  Pretty 
Good  Thing. 

Dr.  Banet’s  interests  range  from 
astronomy  and  guitar-playing  to  his 
main  interest,  poetry  and  litera¬ 
ture.  To  Dr.  Banet,  literature  ought 
not  to  be  viewed  as  something  arti¬ 
ficial  or  “sophisticated.”  It  is  rath¬ 
er  something  very  vital  which  ought 
to  help  shape  proper  attitudes,  intel¬ 
lectual  as  well  as  emotional,  toward 
life.  This  is  what  Dr.  Banet  tries  to 
put  across  to  his  students  above 
anything  else.

Walking  Key 
To  Health 

President  Kennedy  has  suggested 
that  we  ride  too  much,  walk  too  lit¬ 
tle.  And  the  eminent  Dr.  Paul  Dud¬ 
ley  White  says  that  “a  walk  can  be 
the  difference  between  well-being 
and  illness.” 

The  endorsement  of  walking  and 
the  appreciation  of  walking  have 
been  carried  on  under  the  name  of 
men  of  affairs  from  President  Tru¬ 
man  down.  Writers  and  philoso¬ 
phers  have  been  extravagant  in  the 
debt  they  owe  to  walking. 

Thoreau  told  us  that  we  should  go 
for  a  walk  “in  the  spirit  of  undying 
adventure.”  And  Walt  Whitman 
said,  “I  tramp  a  perpetual  journal 
(come  listen  all);  my  signs  are  a 
rainproof  coat,  good  shoes  and  a 
staff  cut  from  the  woods.” 

Why  walk?  To  get  there  is  the 
least  of  the  reasons.  Walking  is  a 
tonic,  a  stimulator  of  the  system,  a 
conditioner.  Walking  is  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  think,  to  ruminate,  to  com¬ 
mune  with  one’s  self.  Walking 
clears  the  air  of  doubts  and  offers 
confidence  and  vision. 

Walking  is  a  day  of  seeing  things 
— seeing  them  in  the  changing 
lights  and  shadows  of  day  and  night. 
Silhouettes  and  vignettes  of  won¬ 
drous  beauty  come  alive.  Rousseau 
offered  advice:  “When  one  wishes 
merely  to  arrive,  one  may  race 
along  in  mail  coaches,  but  if  one 
wishes  to  travel,  one  must  walk.” 

“Walk  tall”  is  a  phrase  of  special 
meaning.  It  does  not  mean  that 
you  should  walk  on  your  toes.  You 
shouldn’t — not  any  more  than  you 
should  walk  on  your  heels.  Your 
weight  should  be  at  the  very  center 
of  your  ankle  bones.  Your  toes 
should  be  pointed  ahead,  not  out.

Sister  Madeleva 
has  spared  us  such  a  tedious  tome 
by  writing  her  own  autobiography. 
She  is  not,  of  course,  the  founder  of 
the  Holy  Cross  Sisters  nor  the 
builder  of  St.  Mary’s  College,  but 
when  one  says,  “St.  Mary’s,’’  one 
thinks  of  Sister  Madeleva  and  vice 
versa. 

Her  book  is  fine  reading  for 
English  majors  who  want  to  write 
and  all  majors  who  want  to  teach. 
Her  style  is  flowing  and  poetic. 
Her  words  wise. 

For  aspiring  poets,  she  writes, 
“.  .  .  let  us  remember  that  the  fine 
arts — poetry,  music,  the  dance — 
are  as  old  as  human  history.  The 
writing  of  books,  the  liberal  arts, 
developed  centuries  later.  The  use¬ 
ful  arts  are  the  youngest  of  all.  In 
a  capsule,  poetry  is  thousands  of 
years  older  than  soap.’’

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PUMA  FOOTBALL 

'bl  Seoson  Ends 
With  4-4-1  Record 

Saint  Joseph’s  College,  Rensse¬ 
laer,  played  it’s  final  football  game 
of  the  season  on  Nov.  10,  1962, 
against  Indiana  State.  The  game 
ended  in  a  16-0  loss  for  Rensselaer 
and  ended  their  season  with  a  4-4-1 
overall  mark  and  a  3-3  Indiana  Col¬ 
legiate  Conference  record,  good  for 
a  fourth  place  tie  with  DePauw  be¬ 
hind  champion  Butler  (4-1-1-)  and 
Indiana  State  and  Valparaiso  (4-2) 

“I  feel  we  lost  Saturday’s  game 
in  the  first  half  on  two  costly  penal¬ 
ties,’’  Dwyer,  Varsity  coach  said, 
recalling  a  pair  of  clipping  penal¬ 
ties  which  assisted  to  halt  two  Puma 
drives  that  might  have  resulted  in 
first  and  second  quarter  touch¬ 
downs. 

Dwyer  adds,  however,  that  he  is 
very  satisfied  with  the  team’s  per¬ 
formance,  which  represents  a  sub¬ 
stantial  improvement  over  their  1-7 
mark  of  1961.  “We  now  have  our 
foot  in  the  door  and  may  be  on  the 
way  back  to  winning  football  ways 
here  at  Saint  Joseph’s.  More  im¬ 
portant,  we  apparently  have  ridded 
ourselves  of  that  losing  complex.’’ 

Dave  Beam,  head  freshman  foot¬ 
ball  coach,  reflecting  on  his  1962 
team,  had  this  to  say  concern¬ 
ing  his  squad:  “Our  offense  looked 
good  at  times,  but  the  season  was 
very  short  and  the  attack  never  had 
adequate  time  to  develop.  Beam 
terms  the  freshman  line  as  “slow 
but  strong’’  and  expresses  general 
satisfaction  with  their  overall  play. 
He  also  praises  the  defense  against 
running  plays  which  he  said’  was 
very  good,  but  adds  that  the  pass 
defense  was  generally  weak.
